Newcastle Quarry. 

Nanoimo ifl cnclowctl with greater 
natural wealth than, perhaps, any other 
part of the wide Dominion of Canada. 
Hot coal measures already opened 
formed. tho subject of a recent article 
Her coal stores still locked might fill 



a book. In these practically inexhaust- 
ible stores Nattaimo possesses a power 
which must compel Commerce and 
Manufacture to kneol at her foot. But 
Nanaimo has a mine of wealth of a dif- 
ferent kind— the Newcastle Stone Quar- 
ry. This quarry has boon worked for up- 
wards of two years, and yet it may be 
said to bo scarcely opened. Hero arc 
several square miles of a continuous 
formation of the best free stono to bo 
found anywhere on tho coast. No more 
conclusive evidenco of tho superi- 
ority of this stono need bo Bought 
than the fact that tho United States 
Mint at San Francisco is made of it. 
Tho mint cost considerably over a mil- 
lion and a half, and absorbed eight 
thousand tons of tho Newcastle stono. 
Tho introduction of this stono for so 
important a purpose naturally aroused 
n certain amount of local jealousy and 
brought out some international preju- 
dice. Tho consequence was that the 
stone was subjected to a rather more 
severe toat than would otherwise have 
boon the case. It is gratifying to learn 
that the United States Inspector has, in 
his recent final report, given the stone 
tho highest character. To possess a 
stono quarry so superior in every re- 
spect as to command tho patronage of 
San Francisco and overcome tho preju- 
dices of the Groat Republic is some- 
thing of which Nanaimo may justly bo 
proud. We have said that tho San 
Francisco Mint took eight thousand 
tons of this stono. In addition to that, 
it took thirty-three superficial feet of 
flagging stono for court yard, side walk 
and cellar. In tho eight thousand tons 
wero seme pieces deserving of specific 
notice. There wero six|columns,twonty- 
oight feet long, by four feet two inches 
square. These columns wero faultless 
throughout. There were two stones 
for comer pediment fifteen tons each, 
and two key stones of fourteen tons each. 
One circumstanco has tended seriously 
to losson the profits of the quarry. 
Every stone going to make up the 
eight thousand tons for tho mint has 
beon of specific dimensions; and in 
qurrrying to fill the order a groat deal 
of such ' stono as would bo used for 
smaller buildings or for rubblo mason- 
aiy has gone to waste owing to there 
being no demand for it. Of this waste 
stone there has been enough to realizo 
fifty thousand dollars in a market pre- 
senting a local damand for it. And 
yet it has not yielded fifty cents. Nay, 
to remove it out of the way has cost 
thousands of dollars. We havo said 
that tho quarry is scarcely fairly open- 
ed. The last cargo of stono sent to 
San Francisco has beon pronounced of 
a superior quality to that previously 
sont. It is well understood that the 
quality of the stone improves as you go 
in. The quarry has now an excellont 
and carefully prepared "faco" on it, 
from which stone may bo takeu super- 
ior in point of quality to any yot quar- 
ried, and of almost any conceivable 
dimensions. Columns fifty feet long 
(or one hundred if necessary) by four 
and a half feet thick can bo supplied, 
without flaw or fault in thorn; or if 
nocossary, blocks fifteen feet square can 
bo taken out. This quarry is doubt- 
less destined to exert more or less in 
fluenco upon tho character of our pub- 
lic buildings. Amongst other things 
the Federal Government havo under- 
taken to erect a Custom-houf Post 
office, Pententiary, and Marine Hospit al 
in this Provinco, It is of no littlo im- 
portance that the Newcastle Quarry, so 
convenient and accessible for shipping, 
stands prepared to supply the neces- 
nary stone for thoso; and tho faculties 
thus presented for obtaining tho larger 
sections of tho finest stone will doubt- 
less encourage the Dominion Govern- 
ment to indulge in a class of architec- 
ture that might bo considered unattain- 
able under' less auspicious circumstan- 
ces. When tho United States authori- 
ties havo sent all tho way to Nanaimo 
for stono to construct tho mint at San 
Francisco, tho Dominion Govcrment 
cannot woll entertain the idea of 
employing loss desirabla mater- 
ial in tho consmction of the 
Feddlal buildings here. Persons visit- 
ing Nanaimo should not come away 
without ' 'doing" Newcastle Quarry. A 
visit to it will well repay tho trouble, 
and will always bo rendered enjoyable 
by the kind hospitality and courteous 
attentions of the deservedly popular 
proprietor, J. G. Dawes, Esq. and of 
tho no loss popular manager, Mr. Night- 
engale. '

Onco on a timo tho Ontario Grita modo 
a hypocritical pretense of being par oxcol- 
loneo.tho friends of westward extension 
Mid of British Columbia. Lately, how- 
ever, tliey havo throw off all disguise and 
ntand forth. in all their mvmul deformi- 
ty as tho seekers of office at tho ex- 
pense of tho State. Upon a roeent occa- 
sion Mr. Wood, ex-ronegndo Cabinot Min- 
ister "of Ontario, but now double-dyed 
Grit, held forth at Brantford. In tho 
course- of a lengthy Bpeeeh, chiefly 



ions for the admission of British Colum- 
bia; but ho wanted it on reasonable terms." 
No doubt. "Ontario, "ho said/'wasoxpect- 
od to give all tho land the railway requir- 
ed for nothing; but for tho lands in 
British Columbia, that Provinco was to 
bo paid $100,000 a year for over,— equal 
to two millions of money for- the barren 
rocks and mountains over which tho rail- 
way was to nm. If thoy woro going to 
givo them two millions, why not do « 
honestly and not use the pretext of paying 
for tho rocks and mountains ?" And this 
ia the way tho Grits slander BritiHh Col- 
umbia on every opportunity. In tho 
House of Commons their lcador said thoro 
wero only ten acres of arable land iu tho 
whole Pacific Province! Mr. Wood con- 
tinued, "Thou British Columbia had a 
population of only 10,580, and yot thoy 
put in tho constitution of that Provinco 
the enormous lio that tho population was 
00,000." It is Mr. Wood who "lies." Tho 
population of British Columbia for re- 
venue purposes was proved to bo equal to 
sixty thousand. Numerically it is more. 
Ho 'continued his inaccuracies in regard 
to mail subsidies, length and cost of rail- 
way, etc., and said, "Tho way in which 
tho representatives of that Province, who 
on an average represented about 1700 
people, would act in voting awoy tho 
money of the other Provinces, was shown 
when a question arose about tho payment 
of §15,000 for live years for a geological 
survey. Mr. Thompson, tho member for 
Cariboo, who represented, he believed, 
Bonxothing like 1,015 persons said ho was 
surprised at their haggling over such n 
small sum as $225,000, for thoy could 
spend that in British Columbia in one 
year ill that pay; and yet tho whole of tho 
revenue of that province for tho lust year 
was only $250,000!" Whoever may bo the 
friends of British Columbia, it is quite 
certain that tho Grits of Ontario cannot 
bo numbered amongst them; for thoy ne- 
ver miss an opportunity to inllict a cow- 
ardly and malicious stab in her reputa- 
tion, and they do not hesitate to coin tho 
most palpable falsehoods in order to dam 
nffo her character. And tho "Globe" 
takes care that these vile slanders slinll 
have the advantage of its wide circulation. 

Imperialist Reminiscences. — People 
who havo nut forgotten tho trial of 
1'rinee Peter Bonaparte for the murder 
of Victor Noir will remember that the 
public verdict, if not that of the jury, 
was largely influenced in this strange 
case by tho evidence of one Mr. Vincent 
Natal, who described himself as an 
Englishman " consequently disinteres- 
ted in French political quarrels," and 
who swore that ho had heard M. Wilfrid 
do Fonviello assertinthechymist'sehop 
whither Noir was carried that the Prince 
had been struck by Noir. Nobody elso 
had heard this statement, though there 
wero several other people presentin tho 
shop; but Mr. Vincent Natal's assertions 
wore so positive and tho fact of his 
being an Englishman was thought to 
speak so clearly for his truthfulness, 
that a very largo number of persons 
who had considered the Prince guilty 
of murder were converted to the jus- 
tif ble-homicido view, A trial in the 
Correctional Court of Paris has just 
brought Mr. Vincent Natal onco again 
before tho world, but this time as 
prisoner convicted of swindling divors 
persons of sums exceeding $ 10, 000 and 
tho evidenco elicited as to his anteced- 
ents is of so singular a character that 
peoplo appear to have beon asking in 
Paris what can havo been the worth of 
Mr. Vincent Natal's depositions at Tours 
and whether there bo not some very 
suspicious mystery attaching to them. 
Mr. Vincent Natal seems to havo been 
giving himself out to people alternately 
as Count do Natal, Duke deBalan, and 
Minister of Finance in perspective to 
M, Thiers. During tho siege of Paris 
he made dupes in London by apretence 
to organize a relief loan ; and it is partly 
at tho suit of an Englishman that ho 
has been brought to justice. Another 
of his victims was M. Isaac Porcire, 
from whom he extorted £1120 a third of 
his dupes was bled to tho extent of 130,- 
OOOf. ; from all his more recent victims 
ho obtained money by representing him- 
self to be an agent from Chisoltmrst. 
Mr. Vincent Natal's career has now 
been checked by a sentonce of three 
years' imprisonment, and probably M. 
Glanday, who presided at Tours and 
M. d'Oms, who was Jugo d'lnstruction 
in the Prince's trial, will both of them 
deem it unfortunate that they made an 
exception in Mr. Vmcent Natal's favour 
to the French judicial practice of inquir- 
ing very closely into tho credibility of 
witnesses. If M. d'Orns had fathomed 
Mr. Vincent Natal's life a littlo, ho 
would have discovered that for some 
time before tho Tours trial this gentle- 
man had begun to sport titles to which 
ho had no right, and to claim relation- 
ship with great peoplo who wero stran- 
gers to him. Why wero not theso in- 
quiries made ? This is what Paris is 
asking.— Pall Mall Gazette. 

Abolition* of Turnpikes. — ■ Sunday 
July 7th, being tho hist day for taking 
toll, a strange sceno occurred at Houiis- 
low. Just befqre midnight about 100 
persons wero seen hurrying in tho direc- 
tion of the Toll-house, opposite tho Boll 
Inn, where tho bars oross the Staines and 
and Bath roads. Tho toll-keeper, appre- 
hending danger, absconded about 5 min- 
utes beforo tho clock struck 12, taking 
away the last day's takings, which woro 
said to bo unusually large. The crowd 
waited patiently till the church clock gave 
tho first stroke of 12, when sovoral of them 
made a rush at the gates, lifted them from 
their hinges, and bore them off in tri- 
umph. They deposited one on tho road- 
sido ditch and the other at tho front door 
of tho Boll I nu. A similar demonstration 
was expected at Brentford but it did not 
occur.

— Tho San 
Francisco "Bulletin" of tho 10th inst. re- 
ports that Professor Class, of Colorado, 
and tho Todd party arrived from an ex- 
tended geologic, d tour in Arizona and 
Now Mexico, or direct from tho diamond 
Holds. They have with thorn one thou- 
sand pouii'' ' weight of gold, silver and 
other ore nd several pints of precious 
and dou. e.ul stones, which will bo exhib- 
ited in San Francisco. On tho route 
from Fort Wingate to Albuquorquo, Now 
Mexico, and on tho borders of Arizona, 
though not so frequent in what aro called 

tho ant-hill Selections, these precious 

stones were discovered, all at the surface; 
and genuine ruby specimens are 
brought from the size of a pea downwards. 
The diamonds, if there bo any, are small 
and at best of little value. The party 
found rich gold and silver bearing quartz 
near Fort- Wingate. Tho party also claim 
to have discovered and located flowing oil 
springs that will yield from 70 to 100 bar- 
rels of oil per day. The. precise location 
they will not divulge. In the old mounds 
and. ruins of ancient cities, they found re- 
lics of tools, pottery and woven cloth cen- 
turies old. They are not sanguine as to 
thoir diamond discoveries. Three parts 
of their best stones will bo tested and ex- 
hibited. Some of the ruby specimens 
will weigh a quarter of a pound. They 
Buffered privations on tho road, and nar- 
rowly escaped perishing in crossing the 
Colorado Desert.

Volcanic Eruption. — In the evening 
of the 15th of April the volcano Me- 
rapi, in Java, which had been quiet 
since 1863, began to show signs of 
vigorous life. Streams of lava issued 
out of the mountain, ami rushing 
furiously downwards, buried whole vil- 
lages in their fiery masses, tilled up the 
ravines, and checked the course of 
rivers. This outburst, was one of the 
most frightful ever known. It camo 
so unlocked for that every ono was 
surprised by it, A river in the 
neighbourhood of the mountain was 
filled with lava to a depth of 15 feet. 
All tho frees on its banks (which are 
SO feet high), have been consumed or 
scorched by the fearful heat. A gre:>> 
many human beings have perished, to- 
gether with their villages. Very little 
is yet known of the fate of those dwel- 
ling on the Meripi to a height of 6,000 
feet, tho mountain being inaccessible ; 
the authorities who endeavoured to 
ascertain tho nature of tho working of 
the volcano, saw only smoke, ashes, 
and glowing lava. Showers of ashes, 
stones, and sand followed the easting 
out of the lava, and caused dreadful 
devastation, At, several places, the 
sand and aeh.es lay from two to four 
feet dcop, whereby great damage has 
been ilono'tofche coffee and other crops. 
At Solo mid other places tho ash and 
sand showers lasted throe days, and it 
became so dark that lamps had to be 
lighted in tho daytime in consequence. 
The volcanic outburst was accompanied 
by slight shocks of earthquake. It is 
said that thousands of Javanese have 
had to l ake flight after having lost their 
all; their villages had become unin- 
habitable owing to most, of the houses 
having fallen down. By last, accounts 
200 dead bodies had been found on 
one sido of tlio volcano. A woman 
who escaped brought news that her 
fellow-villagers, 1G0 in number, had 
perished.
